Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine entitled Private 101 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine focuses on explicit depictions and descriptions of sexual activity between women 
and men. The magazine was submitted to the Office of Film and Literature Classification 
(Classification Office) by the New Zealand Customs Service for reconsideration under s42(l) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The magazine was previously classified as "unconditionally indecent" by the Indecent Publications 
Tribunal (IPT 92-122) in a decision which was registered on 24 December 1992. The Classification 
Office affirms this decision and finds the publication is objectionable due to the extent and degree 
to which, and the manner in which, the publication degrades, dehumanises, and demeans the 
women depicted, and women in general. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this publication. The 
classification represents an interference with the freedom of expression, but it is the only decision 
consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
